SCABIES. 


The  question  of  making  Scabies  a  notifiable  disease  and  of  the 
provision  of  facilities  for  free  treatment  for  the  inhabitants  of  the* 
district  arose.  Present  facilities  comprise  six  beds  at  the  Hunts. 
Isolation  Hospital,  for  treatment  of  severe  cases  which  cannot  be 
treated  at  home.  With  regard  to  treatment  at  home,  health  visitors 
visit  patients  known  to  be  suffering  from  Scabies,  and  proffer  advice 
and  instruction  on  how  to  carry  out  treatment  recommended  by  the 
Doctor,  and  that  they  visit  such  cases  until  cured.  This  information 
was  sent  to  the  Minister  of  Health  in  support  of  the  application  to 
have  Scabies  compulsorily  notifiable.  The  Minister  of  Health  stated 
that  under  present  conditions  he  could  not  agree  to  the  proposal  that 
Scabies  should  be  made  a  notifiable  disease. 

The  incidence  of  Scabies  reported  in  the  District  for  the  past 
12  months  has  fortunately  been  very  small,  and  unless  further 
contingents  of  evacuees  come  into  the  District  is  not  likely  to  cause 
any  grave  concern. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  declining  trend  of  Diphtheria  is  a  most  satisfactory  feature 
of  the  Returns,  nevertheless,  the  campaign  for  Immunisation  must  be 
vigorously  prosecuted.  Although  it  is  a  voluntary  matter,  the  response 
of  parents  continues  to  improve,  this  being  particularly  noticeable  in 
the  under  5  years  old  group. 

For  this  District  there  has  only  been  one  notification  of 
Diphtheria  for  the  year  1943,  this  child  had  not  been  immunised. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  31st  December,  1943,  the  percentage 
of  the  child  population  of  the  District  who  had  received  Diphtheria 
prophylactic  treatment  was  as  follows  — 

(a)  Children  under  5  years  of  age  53.5% 

(b)  Children  between  5  and  15  years  of  age  92.7% 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Authority  to  cover  this 
scheme  of  free  immunisation  against  diphtheria  have  been  found  to 
function  in  an  extremely  satisfactory  manner  and  have  been  adequate 
to  meet  all  requirements.
